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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tlie following inventions or groups of inventions that are ' 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 15-27, drawn to a process for the preparation of adhesives. 

Group II, claim(s) 28-33, drawn to a process for adhesively bonding one or more 
substrates together with an adhesive of Group I. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 , at least, is 
anticipated by or obvious over JP 02084483. Consequently, the special technical 
feature which links the claims, the adhesive composition, does not provide a 
contribution to the prior art and so unity of invention is lacking. 

3. During a telephone conversation with William G. Conger on 3/1 5/05, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 15-27. Affinnation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 28-33 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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4. Applicant is reminded tliat upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 15-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 1 5, from which the balance of the claims depend, recites, as one of the 
members of the group from which the monomers are to be selected "vinyl esters of 
optionally branched C1.12 carboxylic acids (meth)acrylic esters of C1.12 optionally 
branched alcohols". It is unclear what monomer or monomers this member of the group 
is intended to represent. Thus, the identity of the monomers to be polymerized 
according to the claim is indefinite. 
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8. Claim 17, from which claims 18-20 depend, recited "0-0.5 to 10.0 weight percent" 
of "auxiliary monomers". It is unclear what weight percent is required by the claim, "0 to 
.5", "0 to 10.0", "5 to 10", or ".05 to 15", rendering these claims further indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
fomri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 15-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Soeda 
(JP 02084483). 

In the abstract, Soeda teaches a process for the preparation of adheslves 
comprising emulsion polymerizing vinyl esters in the presence of water and polyvinyl 
alcohol, followed by adding one or more anionic, cationic, or non-ionic emulsifiers, 
including ethoxylated alcohols, to the emulsion. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection are met.
